Robins, in making thls novel sug- 
nestion, declared: “Year after year, 
batting averages grow bigger an 
there seems no init unless somes 
thing Is done. The narrow bat 
would prevent centuries being mado 
by tndifferent batsmen, would giva 
the bowler a chance, and would lead 
to more compicted games.” 


Naturally, thls suggestion, coming 
from such an important cricket por- 
sonnge as Robins, has received’ carp- 
consideration In the British 
press but, on balance, there does 
not seem to be any decided move 
{n favour of it.

In an exclusive interview with the United Press, 
the Indian leader, who was a disciple of the. late 
-Mahatma Gandhi, expressed: the belief that the 
Asiatic nations should, if necessary, apply economic 
sanctions to foree Dutch withdrawal from Indonesia 
if the Security Council failed to act. 


He suggested that in Southcast Asia Communism 
had lost ground during the last six months because of 


its headlong clash with nationalist movements. 


He predicted that the’ Commu- 
nist victory in China, however, 
would become a very heavy factor 
In future Asintic problems, 


He warned that Asiatic nations 
would be ploying a far bigaer and 
more important role in all interna~ 
tlonal affairs henceforth. : 


Mr Nehru sald o resurgent new
